The City or 
Country, Which ? 


Rural Y.M.C.A. Striving to Bring 
Before Young People Advan- 
tages of Country Life 

In the recent years there has been 
a great deal of discussion about the 
city-ward movement and we are al- 
ways wondering why the country 
people have been sé dissatisfied, es- 
pecially when, in a great many gases, 
their, economic conditions, have been 
good; © Z 

It is often the case that the boys 
of well-to-do farmers have gone to 
, the city and have taken a position 
that would not pay them over one- 
y what they could have made on 

farm. They have stinted them- 
selves and lived in unfavorable con- 


ditions but at the same time, have 
felt sorry for the “slow” boy who 
has remained in the country. 

Many reasons are advanced why 
conditions are thus, some of which 


are good and many that will be hard 
to ever overcome, but there are many 
causes that could be remedied if we 
look into the matter clearly. 

Perhaps the greatest trouble is the 
fact that from every angle the boy or 
girl is not shown the inherent value 
of the country life. In many cases 
the teacher is using the country 
school as a stepping stone for the 
city and naturally fails to see any 
great value and advantages of the 
country life. The minister is often 
preaching in the small country church 
with the vision of great city congre- 
gations and a magnificent building. 
Many well-meaning parents are in- 
fluenced by the lure of high wages 
of the city to send their sons and 
daughters from the farm, With all 
this to contend with, is there any 
wonder that the boy would be dis- 
satisfied with rural surroundings. 

Among the many agencies that are 
trying to combat this evil is the Ru- 
ral Y. M. C, A., which, as a local 
organization, is striving to develop 
leadership that will clearly bring be- 

ee the young people the many na- 
tural adyantages of the country life. 
Working with the home, church and 
school, it is helping to make the 
country more socialized. 

Through co-operation with the uni- 
versities and agricultural colleges, it 
is bringing the very best talent to as- 
sist in the upbuilding of community 
life. It is showing the young people 
that those who stay by the farm are, 
in the long run, better off morally 
and economically, than the boy who 
has been lured fo the city with “its 
over-estiniated opportunities, 

As agriculture is the base of our in- 
dustrial, as well as our moral and 
economic structure, too much time 
cannot be given to its’ bettcrment 
and conservation. 


Agricultural Extension Schools 
Short course échools during , the 
winter mopths are becoming more and 
more popular- every year in Western 
Canada, From’ January to March 
these courses will be given at fifty 
places in Manitoba. At some places

With Electroculture Growth of Cen 


Experiments Show Scheme 
Profitable 

Striking experiments in electrocul- 
ture were carried out by the South 
Wales Electrical Power Distribution | 
Company during 1917 and 1918 on a 
two-acre plot of ground near Ponty-} 
pridd. As regards ploughing and 
tanuring, the whole plot was treated 
alike; but electroculture was applied 
to only a portion of the ground, the 
remainder serving as a “control” for 
the purposes of comparison. Potatoes | 
were planted under precisely similar 
conditions over the whole area, and 
during 1917 the clectrified portion 
yielded a crop heavier by 17.2, per) 
cent, than that of the control portion. 
In 1918 the inerease out of electro- 
culture was-12.6 per cent., the reduc- 
tion being explained on several 
grounds, such as that a smaller area 
of electric wires was used and that 
part of the controlled plot had hatthe 
benefit of electrification in the previ- 
ous -year. Experiments were also 
made with oats in an adjoining field, 
and although they were not carried! 
out very thoroughly, they point to an 
increase of 25 per cent. in grain and 
17 per cent. in straw. On the potato 
patch the wires were first arranged as 
a 6 foot rectangular network  sup- 
ported on insulators 6 ft. 6 ins. from 
the ground;in August, 1917, the 
height was reduced io 5 feet. During 
the 1918 experiment the wires were 
spaced 9 ft. apart, with no cross 
wires and weré kept about two feet 
above the hatilms, The network was 
fed through a* transformer and recti- 
fied with current at between. 30,000 
volts and 39,080 volts, according to 
the degrees of weather; the amount 
of current taken varied from 2.5 milli- 
amperes in dry and from 4 to 7 im 
wet weather during 1917, and from 
0.35 to 0.8 duritig 1918. The appara- 
tus never failed, even in the wettest

of Welsh weather. On dark nights 
the wires could be scen_ glowing, and 
even the tips of the grass in the rec- 
tifier were touched with light. In- 
sects seemed to avoid the wires, but 
occasionally they settled upon the 
networks, where they glowed and 
were electrocuted. Although the volt- 
age is so high the current is so low 
that there is no danger to anything 
but insect life. Horses are extremely 
susceptible to electric shock, but one 
which broke into the network 
tired undamaged, although carrying a 
good deal of wire with him, These 
experiments confirm the promising 
claims made for this application of 
electricity to agriculture which is be- 
ing carefully studied by a special sub- 
committee of the British board of
